‘Old Guard’ Also Gets Setback 
In the Hearing of

Theodore Roosevelt and the Old Guard 
both suffered setbacks yesterday during 
a continuous nine-hour session of the 
Republican national committee, which 
opened the hearing of contests for seats 
in the convention. Two groups of dele- 
gates. in Alabama ani Georgia, generally 
considered as friendly to the colonel, were 
denied seats in the convention by the ac- 
tion of the committee, while on the other 
hand an attempt of the Old Guard to re- 
fer the contests to subcommittees was 
defeated by the committee on the motion 
of Senator Reed Smoot of Utah. 


Six more delegates, two each from 

Hawaii, the Philippines and Porto Rico, 
‘were placed on the temporary roll by the 
action of the committee. If this action 


is approved by the convention, the total 
number of delegates on the convention) 
roll will be increased from 985 to 991, 
and 496, instead of 493, will constitute a 
majority. | 


Smoot Swats Old Guard. 

The first action of the committee was 
the blow at the Old Guard, and the blow 
was guided by Senator Smoot. When the 
committee was called to order, Charles 
D. Hilles, chairman, suggested that each 
contest be referred to a subcommittee, 
which should read briefs, hear evidence, 
and summarize the case for the whole 
committee. This was regarded asa move 
of the Old Guard and was immediately 
opposed by a quick combination of the

The first came with the 
victory of ‘the Alabama “ Lily Whites ”’ 
over the Alabama “ Black and Tans” 
in the fight for the six delegate at large 
seats in the convention. The “ Black 
and Tans’’ were rated as friends of the 
colonel, but the “Lily White” half 
dozen were seated by the unanimous ac- 
tion of the committee.

Columbus, O., June 1—An explosive re- 
ception given to former Gov. James M. 
Cox of Dayton; after he had formally an- 
nounced to the delegates his intention 
of again being a candidate for the gov- 
ernorship, was the outstanding feature 
of today’s Democratic state convention 
here. After being in session little more 
than two hours the convention adjourned 
without adopting a platform or indorsing 
candidates, to meet at the call of Senator 
Pomerene, as permanent chairman, some 
time “after the state primaries,’ and 
“not later than Aug. 30.” 

‘The convention adopted a resolution in-

Former Govs. Campbell and Harmon 
were elected presidential electors at large 
by a unanimous oral vote, and district 
electors chosen earlier in the year at dis- 
trict caucuses were ratified. 

In his keynote speech as temporary 
chairman, Secretary of War Newton D. 
Baker of Cleveland praised the presi- 
dent’s foreign and Mexican policies, com- 
mended him for keeping this nation out 
of the European conflict, and asserted 
that had he the oppertunity of choosing, 
Mexican troubles and dissensions would 
be settled “ without the shedding of an- 
other drop of Mexican blood.”

After the American company had 
been forced out of the business the price 
was returned to its oldAevel of $1.75 a 
pound.
